HOPE OF SAVING MEN 
IN ARBUCKLE PIT. 


As a result of a moss subsidence at 
Arbuckle Colliery, near Airdrie, Lan- 
arkshire, 19 miners ate entotabed and, 
according to the latest reports, there 
is now no hope of saving them. At 
the Miners’ Federation Conference at 
Southport a resolution of sympathy: 


the entombed men are 2 cases of 3 
brothers, while 3 other men afe mar- 
ried.to 3 sisters. 62men escaped with 
difficulty, having been warned by a 
boy drawer: ed McCabe. It ap- 
pears that on Tuesday afternoon it 
was discovered that a tract of nearly 
3 acres was rapidly sinking. 

80 Men Below at the Time. 
More than 80 workers were below at 
the time. Meanwhile, the boy McCabe. 
had observed liquid mess surging up 


the road, and he instantly warned his 


companions. A general alérm was 
iyen, and every: worker available 
harried to the shaft. All the men in 
the lower area got safely away, but 
it became known that 19 miners were 
still on the upper seam of the pit, and 
that they could not escape by the 
main shaft. A rescue brigade was 
summoned, but it was found that the 
main road was blocked Later 32 
volunteers went down and worked for 
2 hours until they had to retire for 
the night. 

_ Nine Feet of Water. 
Rescue operations are so seriously 
hampered by the inrushing waters and 
liquid moss that work is almost.at a 
standstill: Experts estimate that 
there must be 9ft. of water at the 
highest part of the working, so that 
it would be impossible for any of the 
imprisoned men or boys to survive. 
Moss is still flowing into the work- 
ings, and spreading so seriously as to 
intercept the. special shaft being 


made.

YOUNG EARL’S DEATH. 


ORGAN-GRINDER’S CLAIM TO 
PEERAGE RECALLED. - 

The death of Earl Poulett, which 
oecurred at Saltburn, at the age of 35, 
recalls the romantic claim ofan or- 
meh ge to the title.

For the late earl, it was contended 
that Thomas was illegitimate, and 
had heen repudiated by the 6th earl 
owing to the fact that he was born 
within 6 months after ihe 6th earl’s

upheld in the Lords. Thomas, who 
for years was a familiar figure in Lon- 
don streets with bis barrel-organ_ pla- 
card bearing the title “ Viscount Hin- 
ton,” died in Holhorn Workhouse In- 
firmary in April, 1909. The late Earl 
Poulett married the musical comedy 
actress, Miss Sylvia Lilian Storey, 
daughter of the comedian, Fred 
Storey, in September, 1908, the wed- 
ding causing a surprise in_ society 
circles. The new earl is Viscount 
Hinton, who is 9.

HOW A GALLANT 
VICAR WON THE 
VIGTORIA CROSS. 


S 
Army Chaplain, over 50, 
Displays Superb Heroism. 
The Victoria Cros; has been awarded 


to the Rev. Theodore Hardy, attached 
to the Lincs, 


Regt., who already holds 
the D.S.Q. and M.C.. “for most conr- 
spicuous bravery and devotion to duty 
on many occasions.” The official re- 


cord of his gallantry is as follows: — 


Although over 50 years of age, he has, by 
hie fearlessness, devotion to men of his 


battalion, and quiet, unobtrusive manner, 


won the respect and admiration of the 
whole. division. His marvellous energy 
and endurance would be remarkable even 
in a very much younger man, and his 
valour.and devotion.are exemplified in 
the following incidents :— : 

An infantry patrol had gone out to at- 
tack a previously located enemy post in 
the ruins*of a village, the Rev.. T. B: 
Hardy beitig then at company headquar- 
ters. Hearing firing, he followed the 

atrol, end about 400 yards beyond our 
ront line of posts found an officer of the 
patrol ` dangerously wounded. He Te- 
mained with the officer until he was able 
to get assistance to bring him in. During 
this time there was a great deal of firing, 
and an enemy patrol actually penetrated 
between the spot at which the officer was 
lying and our front line, and captured 3 
Q 


our men. 

On a second occasion, when an enemy 
shell exploded in the middle of 1 of our 
posts, the Rev. T. B. Hardy at once made 
his way to the spot, goste the shell and 
trench-mortar fire which was going on at 
the time, and set to work to extricate the 
buried men. He succeeded in getting out 

1 man who had been completely buried. 

He then set to work to extricate a second 

man, who was found to be dead. During 

the whole of the time that he was digging 
out the men this chaplain was in great 
danger, not only from shell fire, but also 
because of the dangerous condition of the 
wall of the building which had been hit 
by the shell which buried.the men. 

On a third occasion, accompanied by a 

sergeant, he made his way to-the spot 
where a wounded’ man lay, within 10 
qt of: a pill-box which had been çap- 
ured in. the morning, but was subse- 
quently recaptured and occupied. by the 
enemy, The man was too weak to stand, 
but between them the chaplain and the 
sergeant eventually ‘succeeded in getting 
him to our lines. Throughout the day the 
enemy’s artillery, machine-gun, and 
trench-mortar fire was continuous, and 
caused Many casualties. Notwithstand- 
ing, this very gallant chaplain was seen 
moving quietly amongst the men and 
peat, the wounded, absolutely regard- 
less of his personal safety. 

Rev. T. B. Hardy is vicar of Hutton 

Roof, Kirkby Lonsdale, Westmorland. 

He was for 16 years master at Not- 

tingham High School, where he is re- 

membered as a quiet, unassuming 
man. He fook a keen interest in gym- 
nastics and all forms of sport. ra 
in London, he was educated at City of 

London School, and took his B.A. at 

London University. About 18 months 

ago he was awarded the D.S.O. for 

bringing in the wounded under fire. 

Mr. Tue only son is a captain in 

the R.A.M.C., while his daughter is 

serving with the Red Cross.

Collected orderlies, servants, and run- 
ners and, with some Allies, drove off the 
enemy; again led'a party of about 5 up 
a trench, where there were about 200 of 
the enemy; with 2 men rushed the post- 
tion.

The New Food Controller. 

As indicated in last week’s “People” 
Mr. Clynes, the late Lord Rhondda’s 
able lieutenant, has been- appointed 
Food Controller. Mr. Clynes has ad- 
dressed the following message to the 
staff of the Ministry: — 
_In accepting the office of Food Con- 
troller, I wish to say how much I am 
relying on the staff of the Ministry, both 
at headquarters and in the provinces, in 
carrying out the duties of this import- 
ant office. I recognise that the consider- 
able measur of public confidence hither- 
to obtained by the Ministry is mainly 
due to the loyal and devoted support 
which has been given both to the late 
Lord Rhondda and myself. The success- 
ful prosecution of the war depends in a 
very large degree upor the efforts of the 
Ministry in maintaining ‘supplies, re- 
stricting profits, and ensuring equality 
of distribution, 

Food Ministry Figures. 

In the past 6 months the administra- 
tion of the Ministry of Food had 
cost £1,100,000, said the Earl of Craw- 
ford, in the House of Lords. During 
the same period foodstuffs to the 
amount of £184,000,000 had been pur- 
chased, The staff, headquarters and 
locally, numbered 11,933, and their 
salaries came to £1,830,000, an average 
of £145 a year. It was hoped that the 
cost of the Department would be met 
by the margin of difference between 
the eost and the price at which the 
food was sold. . 


FOOD FOR THE ALLIES. 


STRIKING FIGURES OF AMERICA'S 
BIG EFFORT. 
Remarkable evidence of America’s 
voluntary food campaign to help the 
Allies was given by Sir Wm. Goode, 
K.B.E., Liaison Officer of thei Minis- 
try of Food with the United States 
and Canadian Food Administrations, 
in an address to the Consumers’ 
Council. From July 1, 1917, to April 
1 of this year, said Sir William, the 
United States exported to the Allies 


80,000,000 bushels of wheat and wheat 19 


oducts. Mr. Hoover, the American 
ood Controller, calculated that 
50,000,000 out of the 80,000,000 bushels 
represented the individual sacrifice 
of the men, women, and children of 
the United States who either gave up 
eating wheat bread or reduced their 
consumption of it. Whole communi- 
ties, ‘headed by an entire State—that 
of Texas—had gone “wheatless.” In 
March of this year, the amount of

ON THE TRADE WAR. 


Mr. Hughes, the Australian Pre- 
mier, addressed a meeting at Queen’s 
all, under the auspices of the Brit- 
ish Empire Producers’ Association. 
He declared that peace would be the 
industrial death-knell of the British 
ople unless the nation was prep 
or it and was organised so. that its 
interests, national and economic, 
were safeguarded. Every industry 
must be organised throughout, and 
what. was wanted for this was an im- 
ediate declaration of the British 
overnment’s economie policy and 


‘the appointment of someone clothed 


with the necessary authority to begin 
without a moment’s delay to organise 
the nation for peace. nly by the 
precession of more wealth could we 
ar the burdens imposed by war, 
hold our own as a. great economic 
Power, deal effectively with the in- 
dustrial question, and provide em- 
ployment for returned soldiers. “We 
are in great danger,’ said Mr. 
Hughes. “The people may not real- 
ise it; they probably do not. They 
think that as all goes well for the 
moment all will continue to go well. 
after peace. The people of Britain 
now are like a patient in a fever. 
They are living upon their capital. 
Many of them are getting higher 
wages than ever before; they believe 
ıt will go on after the war. They 
do not understand that when the war 
ends their industrial house of card 
will fall.down, and they themselves 
be cast out into industrial darkness.” 
Organisation did not begin and end 
in a tariff. sate: 9 case, every indus- 
try, and every phase of an industry 
must be dealt with as its circum- 
stances demanded. If a duty was 
necessary, Why not put it on?—but it 
might be that what an industry really 
wanted most was better methods of 
reduction, or financial assistance.

“Open door” policy a es 
said he could not understand the at- 
titude of those who were in favour of 
this, “Without certain raw materials 
no nation can hope to build up great 
industries, or indeed hold. her own in 
the world. Well, the Empire h 
these raw materials. Thé question 
I put to you is—For whose benefit 
shall we use them, for our own or 
for that of the enemy? High wages 
and good industrial conditions are 
clearly dependent upon these things.’ 
One would imagine men ‘would agree 
upon such a policy, save only those 
who are really acting as caretakers of 
German interests, or are more con- 
cerned in renewing trade relations 
with Germany. so rane BG ig im- 
ible under a policy. of :“ lai 
aire.” While “‘ laissez-faire’ might 
be a slow poison in an g pe 
world, its effects will be swift and 
deadly in the world as it will be after 
he war. Germany is perfecting her 
organisation. She has concluded an 
ironclad economic treaty with Aus- 
tria... I have said nothing of the 
economic forces of the Allies as a 
weapon. That Germany fears it 
hardly less than she fears a military 
disaster, that she realises that with- 
out economic power after the war 
military victory will be a barren 
thing, is quite evident. (Cheers.)
